Statas of Borglum. 


The exact status of Borglum as an 
investigator, which, until now. has 
been more or less of a mystery to 
the public, is cleared up by the cor- 
respondent given out at the White 
House. It develops that, after the 
sculptor had written to Secretary 
Tumulty, last November, in regard 
to alleged defects in the aviation or- 
ganization and the desirability of 
having certain experts called in, the 
Fresident asked him to present his 
ideals. 

Later, on Jan. 2, the President 
wrote a letter to Borglum, asking 
him to come to Washington and lay 
the matter before the Secretary of 
War, and, with the aid of a member 
o* the Secretary’s personal staff, dis- 
cover the facts by personal investi 
gation. 

- Borglum did this and, on Feb. I, 
the President sent a prelimimary re- 
port from him to Secretary Baker, 
with this note: 

“Here is Mr. Borglum’s prelimin- 
ary report. Is there not some one 
entirely disconnected from aeronau- 
tics and from those who are promi- 
nent in carrying out the airplane 
program whom you can ask to go 
over this thing with an unbiased 
mind and give us his naive impres 
sions of it? There may be something 
worthy of our consideration and sug- 
gestions worthy to be adopted.” 

March 29, after an exchange of 
telegrams with Borglum, the Presi- 
dent wrote that he had placed the 
material the latter had furnished at 
the disposal of gentlemen to whom 
he had committed the task of mak- 
ing a systematic inquiry into the 
whole aviation situation. These gen- 
tlemen were the special committee 
headed by H. Snowden Marshall, of 
New York, whose preliminary re- 
port preceded the recent re-organi- 
gation of the army aviation service 
and the appointment of John D. 
Ryan as director general.

He reiter- 
ated his assertions that criminal 
liability could be established. 

Exactly what the Borglum charges 
are never has been revealed publicly 
though they have been broadly hint- 
ed at and freely discussed in the 
cloak rooms.

“The planes were not forthcom- 
ing, either from this country or 
from France,” respanded Senator 
Chamberlain. “This Sole business 
has been camouflaged and misrepre- 
sented to the American public.”’ 

It has only been recently that 
planes have been supplied in ade- 
quate quantities for training pur- 
poses, he added. 

In response to another question 
the Senator said the original air- 
craft program provided for some- 
thing like from 2500 to 3000 fighting 
planes in France by July 1. 

Investigation shows, Senator Mcec- 
Cumber of North Dakota, Republi- 
can, declared, that such planes can 
be produced at a “big profit’ for 
$3000 apiec®. 

“But had they cost $10,000 each, 
we ought to have had 100,000 
planes,” McCumber declared. “I 
think, in view of the fact we have 
spent nearly $1,000,000,000 and have 
hot got any, we ought to find out 
what became of the money.’’ 

Senator Reed of Missouri, Démo- 
crat, declared Senator McCumber's 
estimate of the average cost was too 
low, declaring both the British and 
French Governments have been com- 
pelled to pay largely in excess of 
that amount, one particular style 
machine costing Great Britain $4709 
apiece. “I don’t doubt there has 
been blundering of the most colos- 
sal character,” Senator Reed added. 
“It has been under the supervision 
of Mr. Coffin that this failure has 
come, and because Mr. Coffin 
thought he could standardize air- 
plane engines so they would fit any 
machine on earth.” 

Production of airplanes for $3000 
apiece, Senator Reed declared, 

“was a physical impossibility.” The 
Liberty motor, he added, was only 
adaptable to two or three planes.

BILLION IN WAR GOODS 


Industries Now Working on Or- 
ders Totaling Several Hun- 
dred Millions. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 7.—Since 
the United States: declared war, 
Michigan has turned out more than 
$1,000,000,000 worth of war prod- 
ucts and raw materials. Michigan 
industries now are working on war 
orders which total hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. lit is esttmated that 
Michigan-made products valued at 
several hundred thousand dollars are 
transported to the seaboard every 
week by Michigan-made automo- 
biles. 

All of this work has been done 
thus far without serious labor dislo- 
cation. The amount of damage 
wrought by enemy plotters has been 
comparatively small. Naturally there 
has been considerable attention paid 
to the “Michigan system” for pro- 
tecting its war resources, and much 
of the credif has been ygiven to a 
pial, well-drilled body of men—the 
State police.

Trotzky Advocates Compulsory La- 


bor; Some Kerensky Officials 
Allowed to Return to 
Work. 

LONDON, May 7 (By A. P.).—- 
According to news received from 
Russia through independent Swedish 
and Dutch channels, as forwarded 
from Christiana in a dispatch to the 


Times, rumors of the overthrow of 


the Bolsheviki Government, which 
have been current recéntly, are un- 
founded. They probably are due to 
the fact that the Soviet administra- 
tion is now moving in the direction 
of greater moderation. 

The Council of National Commis- 
sioners is now being compelled to 
fight the anarchists, says the dis- 
patch, just as Kerensky’s govern- 
ment had to fight the Bolsheviki.

AMERICAN OFFICER TELLS OF 
FIGHT WHEN HE WAS WOUNDED 


Germans Attacked Five Times in 

Seicheprey Region and He Was 

Hit Doing Counter Attack. 

MARSEILLES, May 7 (Special 
Cable).—A wounded American of- 
ficer who is recuperating here from 
a wound in the shoulder which he 
suffered at Seicheprey, describes his 
first approach to the firing line. 

“We took up our position in the 
front line, where we remained 16 
days. The fighting at times was ter- 
rible. 

“Suddenly there arose the cry: 
‘Gas!’ We moved back to our posi- 
tions and for eight days remained at 
S——. The Germans were shelling 
the roads heavily. We were then 
sent to rest behind the lines, but al- 
most on our arrival there we heard 
that the Germans were thinking of 
attacking again. 

“The Germans attacked five times, 
but all attacks were repulsed. The 
German trenches were one heap of 
bodies, We then counter attacked. 
It was during this counter attack 
that I was hit in the shoulder. 

“I was carried off by American 
stretcher bearers to a field ambu- 
lance, where I received care. I then 
was handed over, together © with 
wounded comrades, to the French 
Red Croas service.”

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British Tank to Be in 
Parade: Line Tcreday 


Britannia and Her Crew of Nine Will Aid in; 


Thrift Stamp Demonstration—Will 


Be Here for Four Days. 


——— 


- The British tank Britannia, terror 
of the intrenched Fritz, will arrive in 
St. Louis Thursday morning, and, 
will’ rumble- over downtown streets 
in a thrift stamp parade that aft- 
ernoon. It will remain in St. Louis 
four days. 

This tank: 4s not a make-believe 


affair, like the battleship and de- 
stroyer that have been hauled about 
the city on trolley trucks in the last 
few weeks. It is a rea) tank, with 
a record of hard fighting at Loos, 
Arras, and Vimy Ridge. Almost as 
interesting as the tank itself will 
be its crew of nine British veterans, 
experienced tank warriors, who are’ 
demonstrating the tank in this céun- 
try under assignment from the Brit- 
ish War Office. 

The primary purpose of the Brit- 
annia’s visit here is to aid in the 
British-Canadian recruiting cam- 
paign. But while it is here, it wilii 
be used in local patriotic activities. 

‘Male’ and “Female” Tanks. ¢ 

Sergt. A. G. Blunt, one of the 
members of the Britannia’s crew, 
and one of the first British soldiers 
to cross the German lines in tank 
warfare’ on the Somme in 1916, is 
here making advance arrangements 
for the Britannia’s visit. He speaks 
of the Britannia as “she,” explain- 
ing that there are ‘‘male” and “fe- 
‘male’’ tanks, and that the Britannia 
is of the latter type. The males” are 
larger, and carry three-inch rapid- 
fire guns. The “females” are not 
more beautiful or gentle, but are 
smalier, and carry only Lewis ma- 
chine guns. 

Blunt, whose home is in Birming- 
ham, England, is one of the “Old 
Contemptibles,’’ as the British fond- 
ly term their veterans of the early 
battles of*the war, whom the Kaiser 
called a ‘‘contemptible little army.” 
He saw service also in the battles of 
Ypres, Neuve Chapelle and =the 
Aisné,- before being transferred to 
the tank service in 1916. He was 
wounded at Loos, while in a tank— 
for tank fighters are not so immune 
from danger as some persons sup- 
pose. 

“My first trip out was made in the 
Britannia,” he said. “It was on the 
Somme, on Sept. 15, 1916, after we 
had had a long period of training to 
accustom us to the noise and the 
jolting. We bumped and slid into 
and out of shell holes and ditches 
fer what seemed an hour, before we 
hit the German first line. There the 
fun began. With our six machine 
guns working steadily, we cleaned

the Germans out, sending them scur- 
rying for cover in all directions. 

“We got to the German third line 
trench on that trip, and none of us 
was hurt. Machine-gun . bullets 
struck like hail on the outside, but 
we could hardly hear them for the 
noise of our machinery.” 

Wounded in Chest. 

‘Later, Blunt said, he was trans- 
ferred to a ‘“‘male” tank, and at 
Loos a machine gun bullet, entering 
the tank’s side through a slit, lodged 
in his chest. In the same action, 
he said, six of the Britannia’s crew 
were killed by a flanking machine 
gun and artillery fire. He was later 


‘transferred back to the Britannia. 


Capt. Richard Haigh, who com- 
mands the touring tank, has been in 
three tank fights, two at Arras and 
one at Ypres. He has been wounded 
twice. His men, beside Sergt. Blunt, 
are Gunner Alderman, a veteran of 
the Marne, the Dardanelles and the 
Somme battle; Gunner. Donaldson, 
who won the Military Medal in the 
course of two years’ service, and who 
was never injured until an accident 
occurred to the tank during a dem-

onstration in Camp Dix, N. J.; Serst. 
Burnside, three. years in the war; 
Corp. Jagger, three years in the war 
and once wounded; Gunner Bailye, 
a three-year fighter; Gunner Saville, .

Thursday afternoon's parade will 
start at the city hall, and the tank 
will proceed north on Twelfth street 
to Washington avenue, east to 
Fourth street, south to Market, west 
to Broadway and north to Olive. On 
later days, some demonstrations of 
the tank’s stunts in crossing trench 
fighting and demolition ef barbed 
wire and other obstacles, will be giv- 
en tn Forest Park. 


FOLK URGES GREGORY TO SUE 
TERMINAL FOR CONTEMPT 


Railroad Association Alleged to Have 
Violated Decree in Prosecution 
Under Sherman Law. 

United States Attorney-General 
Gregory yesterday was requested by 
Joseph W. Folk, counsel for the 
Chamber of Commerce, to institute 
proceedings to have the Terminal 
Railroad Association punished for 
contempt in the Federal courts for 
alleged violation of the decree hand- 
ed down in the Government’s prose- 
cution of the Terminal under the 
Sherman law. e 

Folk, in a letter to the Attorney- 


: General, states the decree prohibited 


the Terminal from acting as an in- 
dependent railroad, 
special or independent rate and from 
acting other than as the agent of 
connecting lines. 

The Terminal,, in its answer to 
the Chamber of Commerce suit be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, alleged itself to be an in- 
dependent line, and attempted to 
justify its charge of 20 cents a ton 
on coal on the theory that it per- 
formed a special service. é' 

Folk also said in his letter that the 
eastern roads compel the western 
roads to pay the terminal charges 
on all through traffic, forcing them 
to accept westbound freight on the 
east side of the river, and to deliver 
eastbound freight on the east side: 

The contempt proceeding which 
Folk is urging the Attorney-General 
to institute is separate from the ar- 
bitrary hearing before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which is set 
for hearing June 3.

F the bedspread is showing rents 
it may still be of use as a silence 


cloth. Cut out the good ‘portion, or 
mend the worn. parts, and cut to fit 
the table. Bind the edge with tape 
or bias strips of muslin and you have 
a serviceable silence cloth. 


To cleanse a bottle put some 
crushed egg shells into it and fill the 
bottle half full of strong soapsuds. 


The flour, salt and sugar sacks 
serve many purposes in the kitchen.

When thickening gravies use a

To remove the odor or taste from 
saucepans in which onions or fish 
have been cooked, put a tablespoon- 


washing them. 

If you are planning wooden win- 
dow or porch boxes, it will pay you 
to whitewash the inside of the box 
before putting in the soil and plants. 
This will preserve the box and will 
prevent insects. 


When washing a sateen dress use 
borax water and you will retain the 
original gloss.

How the “Kohinoor’ Was 

Named. ° 
CORDING to Hindu legend, the 
A history of the Kohinoor, the 
famous diamond fresented to 
Queen Victoria in 1849 by the Bast 
India Company, goes back 5000 
years, when it was owned by the 
hero, Karna. It afterward passed 
through many hands, but incident is 
more interesting than the one which 

is said to have given it its name. 

It was held by a Mohammed Shah, 
a Hindu ruler, when he was defeated 
by Nadir Shah in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The conqueror, being told that 
the gem was concealed in the turban 
of his rival, called the latter before 
him and suggested that they ex- 
change headgear. Mahammed’s tur- 
ban was unfolded and the dazzling 
stone revealed. 

“Kohinoor!” (Mountain of 
Light”) gasped Nadir. This gave it 
its name. 

The diamond is said to have} 
originally weighed 793 carats, but? 
successive cuttings reduced it to its 
present size 102% carats. Ten mil- 
lion dollars has been suggested as 
its probable value. 

The largest diamond on record is 
the “Cullinan,” found in South 
Africa, which weighed 3025% carats. 
It was bought by the colony for 
$750,000 and presented to King Ed- 
ward. A flaw developed when it 
came to be cut and its size was re- 
duced to 516% carats. 

First Automobile Patent. 

T HE first application for a patent 

for an automobile“was filed in 
the United States Patent Office by 
George B. Selden, 39 years ago. Sel- 
den was a patent lawyer in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., when he first began to ex- 
periment ‘with the idea of a vehicle 
rropelled by a gasoline engine. Con- 
sidering that his “road engine” was 
not yet perfected and that the times 
were not ripe for it, he secured delay 
after delay, and the patent was not 
definitely issued until 1895. From 
the first, doubts were cast on the 
validity of the Selden patent, but it 
earned a fortune for the astute in- 
ventor-attorney and for a long time 
dominated the motor car industry of 
the United States.
